Northern Wolf breaks record 
in inaugural De Francis Dash 






At the top of the stretch, the roan Northern Wolf 
has taken command, with Sunny Blossom, who 
finished sixth, still in second on the rail. Runner-up 
Glitterman follows the winner, while Safely Kept 
has faded to fourth after challenging Sunny Blossom.

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The late Frank De Francis would have been proud. 
He would have been honored. But would he have bet 
on Northern Wolf? 

Like De Francis—the Pimlico/Laurel president be¬ 
ing remembered on the first anniversary of his death— 
Northern Wolf achieved stunning results in a very 
short time, when he won the inaugural running of the 
$350,000-guaranteed Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash on August 18. 

Billed as the second richest sprint in the country 
(next to the Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl), the Dash lived 
up to the hopes of Pimlico management, who made 
every effort to stage a top-flight event. 

Appropriately, it almost coincided with the birth of 
Frank De Francis's first grandchild—Francis Joseph 
Van Dyke, born August 1 in Los Angeles, Calif., to 
Karin De Francis-Van Dyke. 

Star attraction, of course, was the Maryland-bred 
filly Safely Kept. The nation's reigning sprint champi¬ 
on, Safely Kept was undefeated in her five prior starts 
this season, and was odds-on favorite in the De Francis 
Dash. Her only serious threat was expected to come 
from Sunny Blossom, a California-based gelding noted 
for his blazing speed. 

But that was not the way the event unfolded. North¬ 
ern Wolf, the only Maryland-based, Maryland-bred 
horse in the race, easily overtook those two at the head 
of the stretch, and drew off to a decisive two and a half- 
length victory over longshot Glitterman. 

His final time of 1:09 flat was the fastest six furlongs 
ever recorded in Pimlico's 120-year history. The previ¬ 
ous record, 1:09 Vs, had been set by Frances Flower in 
1970. 

Safely Kept, beaten a total of six and a half lengths, 
finished fourth, behind Sewickley, a New Jersey-bred, 
who rallied to be third. Completing the field were 
Brave Adventure, Sunny Blossom and Kechi. 

Northern Wolf, a 4-year-old roan colt by Wolf Power 
(SAf), paid $15 for his sixth—and by far most impor¬ 
tant—career stakes victory. The $210,000 winner's 
share of the purse nearly doubled his lifetime earnings 
to $451,795. 

Now suddenly regarded as one of the best sprinters 
in the country. Northern Wolf has another rare distinc¬ 
tion. He holds the six-furlong records at both of the 
state's major race tracks. Last June 16, he set Laurel's 
mark of 1:08Vs, while winning the Duck Dance Hand¬ 
icap. 

Although Northern Wolf's career up until this sum¬ 
mer had not been a failure, disappointment tended to 
overshadow success. 

He had earned his greatest fame by finishing sixth 
(less than four lengths behind Sunday Silence) in the 
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1989 Kentucky Derby. One of the best of his generation 
in Maryland as a 2-year-old, and early in his 3-year-old 
season. Northern Wolf performed miserably in front of 
the hometown crowd in the Preakness, trailing in last. 
The cause was believed to be a respiratory infection, 
which kept him out of action for nearly a year after that. 

"He (Hank) kept telling us 
Northern Wolf was special, 
and we wanted to believe 
him, but we were scratching 
our heads ..." 

Northern Wolf races for his breeders. Dr. Howard 
Hoffman and Dr. John Meeks, who live within a block 
of each other in the Georgetown section of Washing¬ 
ton, D.C.; and Dr. Allen Cahill, of Los Colinas, Texas. 
The three men, who campaign under the name Deep 
Silver Stable, are all psychiatrists. And all three had 
their sanity tested by the colt. 
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"Hank (trainer Hank Allen, who has handled 
Northern Wolf all along) had obviously fallen in love 
with the horse," says Dr. Hoffman. "He kept telling us 
Northern Wolf was special, and we wanted to believe 
him, but we were scratching our heads. We told Hank 
he might need our professional services before it was 
all over." 

Last April 7, Northern Wolf finally made his come¬ 
back in an allowance race at Pimlico. His effort—a sec¬ 
ond place finish, in one of the fastest sbc-furlong races 
of the spring meeting—raised a lot of hopes. But his 
dead-last showing in the Trenton Handicap-G3 at Gar¬ 
den State two weeks later brought them down again. 

After he was well beaten in both the Trenton (at a 
mile and an eighth) and an allowance race at Pimlico (at 
a mile and a sixteenth). Northern Wolf came back to 
run a six-furlong distance against allowance company 
on this year's Preakness day. And the results were dra¬ 
matic. He won by four and a half lengths. 

Exactly one year after their all-time low point, the 
doctors' emotions soared "sky high. The Wolf was 
back. It was the start of his new career," as Dr. Hoff¬ 
man puts in. Within four months. Northern Wolf 
would win three out of four starts, and set two track 
records.

Next came the Duck Dance, in which he scored by a 
length and three-quarters over Jeweler's Choice, fol¬ 
lowed by Kechi. 

Northern Wolf had one more outing as a prep for the 
De Francis Dash: the Groovy Handicap at Pimlico on 
July 26. He was fourth in that race, behind Kechi, 
Cook's Brown Rice and Jeweler's Choice, although 
beaten only one and three-quarter lengths. Allen could 
find no excuse. "He had dead aim on the leaders, and 
should have been able to pass them, but he hung," 
says the trainer. 

Not the kind of trainer who presses his horses to 
work fast in the morning, Allen watched in awe as 
Northern Wolf had three sensational bullet workouts 
leading up to the Dash. He was timed in :22, :33 and :45 
on August 9, over a muddy track at the Bowie Training 
Center. Four days before the big race, he worked out of 
the gate. Although the docker caught him in :36 ^/s for 
three furlongs (the fastest time of the morning). 
Northern Wolf was only actually working a quarter of a 
mile, according to Allen, who says he was "overjoyed" 
by the way the horse trained. "He was fantastic." 

A former major league baseball player who has had 
a public stable based at Bowie since the mid-1970s, 
Allen enjoys a close relationship with Northern Wolf's

owners. "It really is a team effort, and Hank is the 
captain," says Dr. Hoffman. 

Allen, in turn, shares the credit with his stable crew, 
including his brother Ron Allen, who serves as his 
assistant; Mike Kummer, Northern Wolf's exercise rid¬ 
er; grooms Christo Troutis, Emory Black and Carlos 
Rivera; and stable agent Bob Queen. 

As director of the Psychiatric Institute of Washing¬ 
ton (all three doctors are directors of psychiatric hospi¬ 
tals), Dr. Hoffman obviously has a busy schedule. But 
he arranges his time so that's he's free most mornings 
at 10 o'clock. "We know that's when Hank has finished 
his training chores and is sitting at his desk. He and I 
talk three or four times a week," says Dr. Hoffman. 

When it comes to making plans, the owners and 
trainer "almost never disagree," according to Hoff¬ 
man. "We strive for consensus. It's been easy, and great 
fun." 
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The owners have evolved into loosely-defined roles: 
Dr. Hoffman acts as their spokesperson, and keeps up 
the lines of communication, and Dr. Meeks handles 
logistics, such as paying bills and making arrange¬ 
ments. Since he does not live close by. Dr. Cahill is less 
involved in day-to-day affairs. But he is here for most 
of Northern Wolf's races. 

Dr. Hoffman and Dr. Meeks have been partners in 
the horse business since 1977. Originally, it was Dr. 
Meeks's idea. "I'd always liked horses, and racing, so I 
decided to give it a try," he says. He invited his friend 
and colleague. Dr. Hoffman, to join him, and together 
they purchased a weanling by Anticipating for $1,700 
at a Timonium auction. Named Little Red Prose (a 
whimsical reference to a textbook that Dr. Meeks had 
written, which he worried would not be read), the 
gelding became an allowance winner of more than 
$20,000 before the doctors lost him in a claiming race 
for $23,500. 

"This was definitely a whole lot easier than work¬ 
ing!" comments Dr. Hoffman. "The next thing I knew 
we had a farm, and more partners, and a whole lot 
more horses." 

"1 told them it takes three 
things (to get a horse in the 
Kentucky Derby).

an active fantasy life." 

Drs. Hoffman and Meeks were soon joined by Dr. 
Cahill, an old friend of Dr. Meeks. They named their 
partnership Sorbettor Associates—an in-joke. "When 
there's a poker game starting in a hospital, it's stan¬ 
dard practice to page Dr. Sorbetter, Dr. Jack Sorbetter 
(jacks or better) to let the house staff know about it," 
explains Dr. Hoffman. "We were all physicians, inter¬ 
ested in taking a chance, so what could be a better 
name? Only the name Sorbettor led to quite a problem 
with the IRS. It took us about a year to convince them 
we weren't in the business of taking bets." 

In the late 1970s, the three put together an addition¬ 
al, bigger partnership known as Deep Silver Stable. 
The group of seven or eight doctors (most of whom 
were psychiatrists) was also involved in owning and 
operating Deep Silver Farm in Westminster (Md.), 
which Dr. Meeks had purchased in 1976. "We were all 
friends, and we went to sales and had wonderful par¬ 
ties," says Dr. Meeks. "But we didn't have good 
horses." Gradually, the other partners dropped out, 
and now Deep Silver Stable consists of only Meeks, 
Hoffman and Cahill. 


When the larger group dispersed. Deep Silver Farm 
was put up for sale. In the fall of 1988, it was purchased 
by former farm managers Bryan and Marcy Koch, who 
operate today under the name Brymar Farm. 

"Unless you're rich," notes Dr. Meeks, finding 
broodmares who can produce top-quality runners is 
almost a "random process." Which is part of the rea¬ 
son the doctors used to have as many as seven or eight 
broodmares at a time, and now have only two. 

"We planned all along to start with a fair-sized 
number, and pare down if and when we got lucky," Dr. 
Meeks says, noting that they've had plenty of horses 
who didn't work out. 

The doctors got very lucky in 1980 when they pur¬ 
chased Glenorthern (Northern Fling—Glenora by 
John William) at auction as a yearling in Kentucky for 
$4,200. Glenorthern won the 1982 White Rose Stakes at 
Penn National and placed second in the Oranges 
Stakes at the Meadowlands and Gala Lil Handicap at 
Timonium, earning $70,228. 

Retired to the doctors' broodmare band, she pro¬ 
duced Sorbetter, a 1985 Val de I'Orne (Fr) gelding who 
could barely find his way onto the race track, and then 
Northern Wolf. Those are her only two foals to race. 
She also has a 3-year-old full brother to Northern Wolf, 
named Wolfire, and a yearling filly. Northern Belief, by 
Believe It, and is back in foal to Wolf Power (SAf). 

Glenorthern is boarded at John and Jodie Childs's 
Stoneworth Farm in Glyndon, along with their other 
mare, who is a success story in her own right. Moved 
and Seconded (owned by Hoffman and Meeks), pro¬ 
duced as her first foal The Georgetowner, a 3-year-old 
Shelter Half colt who races for Meeks, Hoffman and 
Cahill. The Georgetowner, an allowance winner, 
placed second in the Mt. Washington Stakes at Pimlico 
on Preakness day. 

Moved and Seconded (by Sir Wimborne) was carry¬ 
ing The Georgetowner when Hoffman and Meeks 
bought her at auction at Timonium in 1986 for $10,500. 
The 10-year-old mare has a 2-year-old Gregorian colt, 
Vivaldi, who is preparing to make his first start under 
Hank Allen's training, and yearling and weanling colts 
by Wolf Power (SAf). She is in foal to Woodman, and 
will go back next year to Storm Bird. 

Hoffman, Meeks and Cahill also own a share in one 
stallion: Wolf Power (SAf), a South African champion 
who stands at Gainesway Farm in Kentucky. Northern 
Wolf is from his first crop, and was both his first winner 
and first stakes winner. 

When Northern Wolf was about to run in the Derby, 
says Dr. Hoffman, his friends from the medical field all 
asked him the same question. How do you get a horse 
in the Kentucky Derby? 

"I told them it takes three things," he says. "A good 
horse. . . $20,000. . . andanactivefantasy life." Fantasy 
became reality in the Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash. □

Joselson relocates 
his farm operation 
to Chesapeake City

Another commercial Thoroughbred breeding op¬ 
eration has opened in the Chesapeake City area. 

Stanley I. Joselson, one of New Jersey's leading 
breeders, relocated his Josco Farm in Chesapeake City 
in early July. Set to stand at stud there next season are 
the up-and-coming sire Two Davids, who stands for 
$3,000 live foal, and young stallions Sovereign Don 
($2,500) and Aloha Prospector ($2,000). 

The new Josco Farm is located on a 238-acre proper¬ 
ty next door to the North view Stallion Station. Mr. 
Joselson is leasing the farm from Dr. William Wright, 
who operated it as a training and boarding center for 
many years under the name of Labadie Mill. 

"It's an excellent move for us, in every way," com¬ 
mented Mr. Joselson, adding that the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion was definitely a factor in his decision to come to 
Maryland. Mr. Joselson, 68, made his fortune in the 
electrical product manufacturing business, from 
which he retired in 1976, and now devotes all of his 
working hours to the horse business. He owns 24 
broodmares, 23 of whom will reside year-round in this 
state. 

Joselson will continue to make his home in Bala- 
Cynwyd, Pa., commuting back and forth (about an 
hour and 15-minute drive) several times a week. Daily 
care of the horses is under the supervision of farm 



manager Jack Decker, who ran the establishment in 
New Jersey. 

Mr. Joselson has bred at least 13 stakes winners, 
including Clocks Secret (by Apalachee), a graded 
stakes winner of $405,432, and Two Davids, a son of 
Olden Times who won multiple stakes and earned 
$239,197. Both raced for Joselson. 

Clocks Secret, now Mr. Joselson's prize broodmare, 
is a daughter of the What a Pleasure mare Dinky Pinky, 
whom he purchased privately in 1976 for $20,000. Din¬ 
ky Pinky, 17, is still in production for Josco. She was not 
bred for next season, but is booked in 1991 to Risen 
Star. Eight-year-old Clocks Secret has a hoof problem 
that makes it difficult for her ship back and forth to 
Kentucky. She is boarded at Taylor Made Farm in 
Nicholasville (Ky.) year-round, and is currently in foal 
to Manila. Joselson sold a yearling filly by Alleged— 
Clocks Secret for $350,000 at Keeneland last summer. 

Joselson's brightest hopes, however, rest with the 
syndicated stallion Two Davids, in whom he still owns 
a major interest. Two Davids sired in his first crop 
Cheerfy, a 4-year-old gelding who is the star of Jos¬ 
elson's current racing stable. Cheerfy, whose dam You 
Will Like It (by Amazing) is also a Joselson homebred, 
is a five-time stakes winner of $236,484. 

Two Davids has been represented by one other 
stakes winner: Nasty Too (out of Nasty Lady by Nasty 
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and Bold), who won two stakes and earned $94,582 for 
Joselson, as well as stakes-placed Doc David ($118,365) 
and Non Perjorative. 

Last year Two Davids had a near-perfect conception 
rate of 32 mares bred, and 31 in foal, reported Decker. 

Joselson has always had confidence in Two Davids's 
stud potential. In fact that's what prompted him to buy 
his other farm, in Pennington, N.J., in 1984. "It was the 
first time Td had a farm," he said. "Until then, Td 
boarded my mares out, but I wanted to have a place for 
my stallion." When he and his second wife began 
going through divorce proceedings, in 1987, he was 
forced to sell the New Jersey property in order to estab¬ 
lish its value, according to Mr. Joselson. He leased the 
farm back for three years, then moved here after the 
lease expired. 

Joselson's involvement in the horse business goes 
back 30 years. "I had a friend who loved to go to the 
race track," he explained. "He was always trying to get 
me to go with him. Finally, he called me up one day 
and said he'd just bought a 2-year-old filly—I had to go 
out to Aqueduct and see this filly run. 

"I went, and I was impressed with what I saw. The 
jockey (Manuel) Ycaza shook my hand . . . On the way 
back my friend asked me if I wanted to buy half of the

filly. He'd just paid $7,500, and he was willing to let me 
in for $2,500. That's how I got into racing." 

Over the next few months, the partnership ex¬ 
panded to include another person, and four more 
horses. But the three owners had trouble getting 
along, and quickly came to a parting of the ways. 
"How do you divide five horses among three people? 
That was the problem," said Joselson. "I invited the 
other two to dinner, and brought out three slips of 
paper. I suggested that each of us write down the 
horses' names, and next to the name, the estimated 
value of the horse. The high bidder would get the 
horse. It worked out great for the other people—I won 
all five." 

In the early 1960s, Mr. Joselson said, he went from 
"one bad luck story to another—every horse I had lost 
money." Then, after several years of paying his dues, 
he got lucky. "The very first horse I tought at auction 
(in 1965) was a yearling filly, Pamela Sue (by Vertex— 
Just Hasty by Hasty Road)," he said. "She cost $2,000.1 
sent her to a farm in Florida to be broken. The man 
down there called me up and said: 'Stanley, this horse 
has something wrong with her back. She'll never be

able to run.' I was about to give it all up at that point. He 
suggested I should consider breeding her." 

Pamela Sue, Joselson's first broodmare, turned out 
to be an incredible find. She produced nine winners, 
by eight different sires. Three of her offspring were 
stakes caliber, including Addemup ($58,783, Little Sil¬ 
ver H) and No Neck ($346,924, 2nd Knickerbocker 
H-G3). Pamela Sue is the granddam of Cheerfy, and 
great-granddam of Nasty Too. 

"Most of my good horses came from that line," said 
Joselson, who keeps about 10 or 12 from each crop to 
race himself, and sells the rest as yearlings. He has 13 
horses, including ten 2-year-olds, currently in train¬ 
ing, with Bob Camac in New Jersey and Charles Bad- 
deley at Penn National. When his first Maryland-breds 
come of racing age in 1993, he plans to have a division 
based here. 

Growing up in the Bronx, New York, in the 1920s, 
Stanley Joselson would never have envisioned himself 
as the proprietor of a horse farm. His feistiness comes 
through as he talks about "playing semi-professional 










football and baseball for $25 a game, during the De¬ 
pression." 

He had a severe case of pneumonia at age 16. "That 
was before wonder drugs," said Joselson, "and the 
doctor told my mother and father that I'd have to be 
taken to a warmer climate if I was going to live. 

"So we spent a winter in Miami. My father loved to 
go to the track. When Gulfstream Park opened, he 
took me there. That was the first time I ever saw a horse 
race. It was boring to me, watching the horses go 
around in a circle. I never wanted to go back." 

Joselson completed work for his degree in econom¬ 
ics from the University of Pennsylvania in 1943, then 
immediately went into the Army Air Force during 
World War II. He worked in the supply division. "I 
requisitioned the hardware that held the A-bomb on 
the Enola Gay," he said. "We didn't know it was a 
bomb at the time, we only knew it was a super-weap¬ 
on. I wrote my mother that the war would be over in 
August, and it was." 

After the war, American Airlines offered him a 
job—"I had designed a system for inventory control of 
supply parts, and they were very interested in it," said 
Joselson. But his father, who had an electrical products 
company on Long Island, was eager for him to come 
back to New York. "My father asked me to come and 
help him out for three weeks," he said. "I ended up 
staying." 


Joselson's father died in 1957. He ran the company— 
Electrical Fittings Corporation— by himself until 1970, 
when he sold out to ITE-Imperial Corporation, a For¬ 
tune 500 Philadelphia-based firm. Joselson moved to 
the Philadelphia area and ran ITE—"we tripled their 
profits." After that company was taken over, in 1975, 
by Gould Inc., he retired. 

Then came a number of other ventures. "I never 
could sit still," as Joselson put it. He operated an art 
gallery in San Francisco that was "fairly successful," 
and owned several coal mines. For a while he had a 
company that speculated in television and movie 
scripts. "I hired the writers after they gave me an out¬ 
line, and then I sold the scripts. I sold every one," said 
Joselson. 

Joselson has a son David who owns and operates 
Josco Office Supply Co. in Philadelphia, and a daugh¬ 
ter, Pamela Sue Good. Joselson's son-in-law Jeffrey 
Good, an obstetrician/gynecologist, inspired the name 
for another of Joselson's good horses, multiple stakes 
winner Obgyn. 

Of all the businesses he has been in, none has given 
Joselson more of a sense of accomplishment than his 
horses. He takes special pride in the fact that his horses 
hold four current track records at Garden State. "I've 
never had a Grade 1 stakes winner, but I've had plenty 
of Grade 2's, more than my share of stakes winners, a 
lot of winners, and a lot of enjoyment." □

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Variety of factors 
affect training costs

How much do you charge a day?" is the first 
question a prospective trainer is likely to hear from a 
horse owner. 

The answer often surprises a new investor, in the 
same way most of us are surprised by an auto repair 
bill. How could it cost that much? 

This article, while not all-encompassing, will at¬ 
tempt to give a general idea of the costs involved in 
preparing a horse to race in the Mid-Atlantic region, 
and what constitutes a well-run racing stable. It should 
be noted that theories and techniques vary widely 
from trainer to trainer. It is not our intention to evaluate 
training practices. 

The Mid-Atlantic region abounds with Thorough¬ 
bred horses, race tracks and training centers. At any 
given time there are thousands of horses in various 
stages of training. Maryland's two race tracks, Pimlico 
and Laurel, plus the Bowie Training Center, have 3,050 
stalls which are allocated to licensed trainers without 
charge. Private training facilities, the largest and best- 
known being the Fair Hill Training Center, are spread 
throughout the state. 

Charles Town race track has stall space for 1,050 
horses, while in Pennsylvania, Philadelphia Park and 
Penn National have 2,550 stalls between them. New 
Jersey has 6,721 stalls available at Atlantic City (1,602), 
Garden State (1,546), Monmouth (1,738) and the 
Meadowlands (1,735). Not all of these stalls are avail¬ 
able for stabling at all times. 

This report focuses on expenses in an in-training 
situation at a race track. 

In most cases, it starts with a trainer accepting a 
horse into his stable on a verbal, handshake, "gentle¬ 
men's agreement." In the best-case scenario, the train¬ 
er and owner will have come to well-defined terms on 
such items as day rate, commissions on purse earn¬ 
ings, sales and purchases, and any add-ons, which 
usually include shoeing, vanning and veterinary care, 
and may also include vitamin therapy, workmen's 
compensation, tack, race day equipment or labor and 
stable bonuses. 

Some trainers will accept horses on a percentage 
basis, known in racing parlance as a "deal." Some¬ 


times training fees can be traded for part-ownership of 
the horse. Few trainers express enthusiasm when it 
comes to deals. Says Joe Orseno, who trains a stable of 
40 at Philadelphia Park: "Nobody wants to give you a 
good horse on a 'deal.' They want to send you some 
bum who can't cover expenses. If a horse isn't worthy 
of his owner accepting the responsibility for his ex¬ 
penses, why would I want to accept that respon¬ 
sibility?" 

Day rates vary widely throughout the region, but 
seem consistent within each circuit. The range is from 
$18 to $50 per day (New York was not included in the 
survey, but $75 per day is considered average there). At 
Charles Town, the rates quoted are $18-25, at Penn 
National $24-34, at Philadelphia Park $35-40, at Mon¬ 
mouth $40-50, and in Maryland $35-45 a day, with a 
few trainers charging more and some rumored to be 
getting less. 

What's factored into these rates? How can the same 
horse cost $18 to take care of at Charles Town, but $45 at 
Bowie? 

John J. Robb is a successful trainer on the Maryland 
circuit, operating out of the Bowie Training Center, 
where he usually has about 45 horses. "It costs me 
$35.50 a day for each one," he says. "The numbers are 
remarkably consistent over the past few years. Labor 
costs are $25 per day per horse. This figure includes 
salaries, plus 14 percent for payroll taxes and work¬ 
men's compensation. Grooms cost $11.50 a day for 
each horse, exercise riders $8, hotwalkers $3.50 and 
my foreman $2. 

"Other operating expenses run $10.50 per horse a 
day. Sawdust costs $3, hay $2, grains $3.50 and tack 
and supplies $2. There's no padding there: that's what 
it costs." Robb charges $38 a day. His monthly bill with 
add-ons runs to about $1,475 before commissions on 
earnings. 

Orseno, one of the leading conditioners on the 
Pennsylvania/New Jersey circuit, cites similar 
numbers: "My feedstuffs and bedding are $8.50 per 
day per horse. In fact, that's the way Tm invoiced. My

vendor delivers grain, hay, straw and shavings. I count 
my horses, multiply by $8.50 a day, and that's what I 
pay." 

He continues: "My costs are $36-37 a day, and I can't 
do it cheaper if I want to do it right." Orseno charges 
$40 a day, and says an owner can expect a bottom line 
of about $1,400 a month before commissions on win¬ 
nings. 

Bill Henry is a perennial leader at Penn National 
who has had successful operations at Philadelphia 
Park and Atlantic City as well. "It costs us about $25 a 
day here to train a horse," he reports. "Labor is a bit 
cheaper and grooms will take care of more horses here. 
We also have walking machines—that's worth $3-4 a 
horse every day in savings. Multiply it by 40 horses, 
and you'll see the savings are substantial. Labor runs 
about $16. We buy sawdust by the load. We raise some 
hay and buy some at local auctions. If we're lucky, we 
can do that part of it for $9 and change. Which leaves us 
to make our profits almost entirely from commissions 
on purses." 

At $30 a day, a monthly statement from Henry 
would be about $1,000 before commissions. 

Bob Rawlings has been a prominent owner and 
trainer at Charles Town for the last two decades. He 
won the respect of regional horsemen with his han¬ 
dling of the multiple stakes winner Cor tan. These days 
Bob trains about 25 at Charles Town. "I can train a 
horse here at a cost of about $19-21 per day. My grooms 
take care of five to six horses for around $250 per week, 
which converts to about $6-7 per day for each horse. 
Exercise riders cost $5 a head, my feeds and bedding 
are about $6, and tack and supplies are another $2. 

"With workmen's comp and other miscellaneous 
expenses, my cost will rise to about $21 per day. Here at 
Charles Town, jocks will come by and gallop for you 
free to get a chance to ride your horses at night. Also, 
many of these horses, once they are running, have 
light training schedules—gallop maybe every other 
day or less. So there are some savings there. We don't 
have to pay hotwalkers here. We use walking ma¬ 
chines." 

Adds Rawlings: "I charge $25 a day, and that's top 
dollar for Charles Town. I understand that $18 will hire 
you quite a few trainers around here. If a guy has eight 
or ten horses and his family does all the work, I mean 
all of it, I guess they can put food on the table that way. 
They may not eat steak, but they'll eat." 

The $25 a day Rawlings charges comes to $900-950 at 
the end of the month, once again before commissions. 

Expenses take up the bulk of trainers' fees, what¬ 
ever the actual figures may be. "We all rely on our ten 
percents for our profits," says Henry. "The competi¬ 
tion is too rugged for things to be any different." 

Says Robb: "If we can build in a dollar or two of 
profit per day to give us a base to work off of, that's 


nice. But regardless of what else we do, trainers earn 
their livings off of commissions. That means if your 
horses don't perform well, you don't do well. But if 
they win, you win. That's fine with me. That's why 
they have horse races anyway, isn't it? To reward the 
winners!" 

Most trainers throughout the region receive a ten 
percent commission on purse earnings. A fair number 
also charge an additional one to two percent to cover 
stable bonuses. Other trainers pay stable bonuses from 
their own pockets, or rely on the voluntary generosity 
of their owners. 

"Trainers earn their livings 
off of commissions ... if 
your horses don't perform 
well, you don't do well . . .

Arthur Benjamin, a prominent Maryland owner 
and client of trainer Joe Devereux, takes special care of 
his help. "If I notice a groom taking extraordinary care 
of one of my horses. I'll hand him something, maybe 
$100, right from my pocket. I think it's important they 
know I'm aware of their work." 

Robb's client Arnold Heft has the trainer bill him an 
additional two percent of his stakes horses' earnings, 
to be used as stable bonuses. "Jerry knows who is do¬ 
ing his job, so I let him hand the money out," says 
Heft, whose horses include multiple stakes winner 
Pulverizing. 

Orseno bills owners an extra $125 per win, which is 
passed on to his help. "No one complains about that, 
and some send more," he says. "When you win a race, 
it's natural to be generous." 

What does all this mean for an owner who's inter¬ 
ested in getting the most for his money? How cheaply 
can you get a horse trained? It's safe to say you can 
send a horse to Charles Town at $18 a day, pay shoeing 
and minimal vet bills, and spend $650 to $700 a month. 

However, if you have what you consider a top of the 
line racing prospect, on whom you want to spare no 
expense, you'll probably end up paying $45 a day, 
$1,350 per month, and add-ons that can go another 
$300-400, amounting to a monthly bill of about $1,700 
before bonuses. 

What goes into the $1,000 a month difference? Can a 
more expensive trainer make a horse run faster? 
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"Probably not," says Orseno. "A horse has only a 
certain amount of innate ability, and can only run so 
fast. What we, as trainers, can do is manage and evalu¬ 
ate a horse's ability to yield a maximum return to the 
owner. There's a lot more to training than conditioning 
a horse until he's fit, and leading him to the paddock. 

"The way a horse—especially a stakes horse—is 
managed can greatly increase his earnings potential. 
Spotting (finding appropriate races for) a stakes run¬ 
ner is very time consuming. Very few people can do it 
well." 

"There are a lot of expense variables in this busi¬ 
ness," points out Robb. "An owner needs to decide if 
he wants a trainer who is concerned with keeping ex¬ 
penses down, or a trainer who will spare no expense or 
effort to take top care of his horse. Certainly there 
needs to be some balance. For instance. Little Bold 
John (the $1.8-million earner Robb trains for Jack 


Owens) had stomach ulcers that cost $60 a day to treat. 
For some time he cost us over $100 a day to train. You 
couldn't justify that expense for a $5,000 claimer." 

Joe Devereux has 25 horses at Laurel. He charges 
$45 a day and justifies his rate this way: "I don't want to 
pinch pennies to take care of a guy's horse. If I can hire 
a good groom for $350, or a bad one for $250, I'd rather 
pay the extra. If a horse needs a special feed additive, a 
lead pony to the race track, or two hours in an ice tub 
for a filled ankle, I don't want to wonder if the per day 
will cover it. 

"We just do the work, and the horse has to perform 
well enough to cover our expenses for the owner." 

At Laurel or Pimlico, where the average purse is 
about $15,000, a respectable race horse can command 
such care. What about tracks where purse structures 
are less attractive?

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Bill Henry gives his opinion: "At Penn National a 
horse can earn only so much money. You have to keep 
costs down to give the owner a chance to make money. 
If a horse competes for $4,000 purses and races well, he 
will earn about $8,000-10,000 a season. That's less than 
$1,000 a month. We have to keep expenses somewhere 
in that neighborhood so that owners can continue in 
the game." 

Rawlings is less optimistic: "Even with day rates as 
comparatively low as they are at Charles Town, the 
purse structure makes it unlikely an owner can earn 
purses that will more than cover his expenses. If you 
have a horse who has to run in the cheaper races here, 
you are going to lose money." 

If you walk into the $45 a day barn at Laurel, or the 
$18 a day barn at Charles Town, what differences can 
you expect to find? Both could be well-run, conscien¬ 
tiously-managed operations. Each could work equally 
hard to get your horse to the winner's circle. Rawlings 
will tell you: "I've seen dandy operations at Waterford 
(now Mountaineer) Park, and disgusting ones at Bel¬ 
mont, but surely the better the purse structure, the 
better care horses are likely to get." 

"Maybe the question becomes getting the best qual¬ 
ity care for your horse that you, or your horse's ability, 
can afford," comments Orseno. 

Trainers suggest a number of ways you can figure 
out whether you're getting value for your dollar. "Visit 
the trainer's barn before you hire him," was a universal 
piece of advice. "This is where your horse will live," 
Devereux points out. "If possible, spend a morning at 
the barn during training hours. I encourage my own¬ 
ers to come out whenever they can." 

So you go out to a barn to take a look. What do you 
look for? Here's a summary of trainers' opinions. 

Appearance: Roger Gill—"A neatly-kept, well-orga¬ 
nized stable area is an indication of the attention and 
care your horse is likely to get." However, be aware that 
some of the best trainers are self-professed slobs. 

Quality of employees: The backstretch is a culture 
unto itself. But, that said, watch for alert, professional, 
caring personnel around the barn. John Hicks—"No¬ 
tice whether or not the grooms, exercise riders and 
hotwalkers are enjoying being around the horses. 
Don't be too critical of one incident, though. A rough 
horse can make anybody look foolish. Notice the 
whole atmosphere." 

The routine: Joe Orseno—"You should find out 
what happens to your horse on a particular day. What 
and when is he fed? Does he get a clean saddlecloth 
and girth cover to protect from skin disease? Who will 
gallop him—a paid exercise boy or a free prospective 
jockey? Will he train in polo bandages? Do they work 
on their horses, hosing, tubbing, poulticing, bandag¬ 
ing? Do the horses walk by hand or on a walking ma¬ 


chine? These things can be important to a horse's suc¬ 
cess, and doing them right adds to expenses." 

Equipment and tack: "Run a finger along the inside 
of a water bucket," says Bill Henry. "A quality opera¬ 
tion anywhere will insist on clean fresh water." Clean 
feed tubs, uniformly hung screens and webbings, hay 
nets that are full of clean hay, are other indications of 
quality. "A good rubber mat in front of each stall is a 
must," adds Henry. 

Foodstuffs: "Smell the feeds and bedding," says 
Paul McGee, "pull a handful of hay from a rack and 
smell it. The same with straw. Anyone can tell the 
difference between clean fresh hay and hay that is 
dusty or moldy." 

Therapy: Find out what therapy, if any, a trainer 
uses (some may answer psychotherapy). Ice tubs, 
whirlpools, laser machines, ionocare, blue boot, nebu¬ 
lizer, to name a few. Sophisticated equipment is not 
always necessary. "But I'd want a trainer who's willing 
to work on my horse's problems," says Devereux. 

Quality of horses: Ask a trainer about his best 
horses. "Once a trainer has had good horses, he is 
better equipped to handle them," says Robb. "Stakes 
horses place a special pressure on a trainer. There's a 
lot that goes into handling it. Like anything else, once 
you've been through it, the next time you should do 
better." □

Les Salztnan committed 
to success of Equivest

H e arrived on the auction sales scene in Maryland 
a little over a year and a half ago: a young businessman 
bravely venturing where others have failed. 

And Lester W. Salzman has never looked back. 

"I hope to do this for the rest of my life/' said the 37- 
year-old founder, president and CEO of Equivest 
Breeders' Sales Company, on the eve of his recent se¬ 
lect yearling sale at Timonium, "because 1 can't envi¬ 
sion doing anything that would be more fun." 

Among his more ambitious plans is a new "state-of- 
the-art" sales pavilion somewhere in Maryland "with¬ 
in the next four or five years." 


Where did Les Salzman come from? And how did 
Equivest get started? 

Salzman believes it's a matter of destiny. 

He was working as an executive for a real estate firm 
in New Jersey when he hit upon the idea for Equivest. 
Driving past Garden State race track one night in late 
1986, he noticed the new $10 million sales pavilion 
looking vacant and forlorn. "1 had a car phone," ex¬ 
plained Les. "So I called (general manager) Bob Bork, 
and said I'd like to set up a meeting to discuss leasing 
the sales pavilion. 

"I was amazed when he said okay." 
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Salzman, a longtime horse owner who also has 
some experience as a trainer, said he had no trouble 
"negotiating a good lease with Garden State. I had a 
place for a sales company. But I had no sales company. 
So I made a few calls, and brought some other people 
aboard as directors. We conducted our first sale at Gar¬ 
den State in September, 1987." 

He was not a complete neophyte in the auction busi¬ 
ness. "In 1985, I'd helped conduct a joint venture 
between Harrod's in Atlantic City and Lana Lobell 
Farm, a Standardbred operation. That had given me a 
little bit of experience, and had been great fun." 

Salzman won't say how much of Equivest he owns, 
and how much is owned by other people. But all of the 
names that appear on the title page of the catalogue 
(officers, executive staff and directors) hold stock in 
the company, according to him. 

Key members of the sales staff include Jack Broth¬ 
ers, who has been Les's right-hand man from the be¬ 
ginning, and former Fasig-Tipton men Ralph Retler 
and Rick Opfer, the company's two auctioneers. 

"Rick Opfer and (director) Alan Kline were the driv¬ 
ing force in bringing us to Maryland," said Salzman. 
"In New Jersey, we had one sale where we sold over 100 
horses, and grossed $87,000. Obviously, we had to 
make some changes. We were almost at the point 
where consignors owed us money." 

In the beginning, he says, he was wary of the com¬ 
petition in Maryland. "All I knew was when I shipped 
horses down here to race, they usually finished fifth or 
sixth." But Equivest's first sale at Timonium, in March, 
1989, which offered 50 live horses and 50 seasons and 
shares, was enough to convince him to proceed. 

Since then his company has conducted seven auc¬ 
tions at Timonium, and has made a "commitment to 
the Maryland market." Salzman does not plan to con¬ 
duct any more sales outside of Maryland, except for an 
open yearling auction at Belmont Park in the fall. 

And that, of course, puts Equivest in direct competi¬ 
tion with Fasig-Tipton, which has been entrenched in 
Maryland since the 1950s. The only serious threat to 
Fasig-Tipton in all that time has been the Maryland 
Sales Agency, which had a stormy rise and fall several 
years ago. 

Salzman still struggles with image problems caused 
by the Maryland Sales Agency. "A lot of people don't 
realize that we're totally different companies. People 
still ask me how much of a financial interest MSA has 
in Equivest. And I have to explain over and over again: 
none." 

Innovation is Salzman's—and Equivest's—^byword. 
Buyers at Equivest sales can pay for their purchases 
with credit cards, and in some instances bid at home 
while watching the sale on satellite tv. Equivest staged 
the first-ever auction of steeplechase horses in train¬ 


ing—widely considered a success—at Fair Hill last 
spring. 

The company routinely pays for motel rooms for 
prospective buyers from out-of-state. 

"We put a lot of emphasis on personal marketing," 
said Salzman, whose goodwill extends to the people 
who take care of the horses on the sales grounds—all 
of whom get free refreshments. "We're very interested 
in finding out what people want, and tailoring our 
practices to them." 

Salzman considers himself a "businessman first, 
and a horseman second." He grew up in a family that 
worked hard and prospered in business. "My father 
and his two brothers have been involved in the hotel 
and real estate business in Atlantic City for many 
years," related Salzman. "They owned the property 
where the Trump Plaza is now; they sold it to the group 
that sold it to Donald Trump." 

"I hope to do this for the rest 
of my life, because 1 can't 
envision doing anything that 
would be more fun." 

He was born in the Queens section of New York, but 
has lived in the Atlantic City (N.J.) area since he was 12 
or 13 years old. 

"Our family never owned horses, but I was around 
horses from an early age. My grandfather was a real 
horse lover. He used to take me out to Long Island 
every Sunday to ride. There were quite a few public 
stables in those days—it was a lot different than it is 
now—and we went to various ones," he recalls. 

Being naturally inquisitive, and certainly not shy, 
Les originally planned a career as a sportswriter. "I 
started pestering the people at the the Atlantic City 
Press when I was 17. It took two years to convince them 
to hire me," he said. "I'd started college at the Univer¬ 
sity of Miami; I was the only freshman on the college 
newspaper, and the paper won an award as the best of 
its kind in the country. Maybe that helped." 

He transferred to Stockton State College in New 
Jersey, and worked for the newspaper while he went to 
school. "Not long after I started, the man who was 
handicapping the races left, and handicapping became 
one of my responsibilities. I enjoyed going to the race 
track, and although I was never a bettor, I got to see a 
lot of the sport. 

"As it turned out, I was a better handicapper than I 
was a writer. After two and a half years of working for 
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the newspaper, I realized that I wasn't very good at it. I 
watched other people who had started out when I did 
get better and better, while my stories all seemed to 
come out sounding the same. 1 just didn't have the 
creativity. 1 probably could have made a living being an 
average sportswriter, but I didn't want to settle for 
that," he said. 

"All the creativity 1 struggled to find back then is 
coming out now, with the sales company." 

As a social work major in college, he had done an 
internship in social work at a local hospital. "I'd only 
been out of school for about six months when I heard 
they were looking for a new director of the social work 
department at the place where I had worked; I applied 
for the job, and got it. Two years later I was recruited for 
a similar position, with more administrative respon¬ 
sibilities, at another hospital, and I went there and 
stayed a few more years. Along the way, I also earned a 
master's degree in administration from the New Jersey 
Educational Consortium at Princeton," he recounted. 

"Then, 1 came to a point where I had to decide 
where my life was going. Social work was rewarding 
emotionally, but not financially. I'd gotten involved 
with the family business—we're a close family, and 
that kind of thing tends to rub off. Plus, I'd met De¬ 
nise, my wife, and we were getting serious. It was a 
question of trying to help save the world, or save some 
money." 

With Denise's help, he opened a real estate firm in 
Margate, in 1977. "Literally, we started out with a 
phone and a cardboard box for a desk. But we were 
fortunate. The timing was right, and things fell into 
place. We did a lot of real estate sales and development 
in the Cape May County area, primarily residential 
condominiums. 

"Two and a half years after we started, we sold the 
business for a hefty amount of money. And, since the 
contract had a non-competitor clause, I was able to 
indulge my favorite fantasy—which was to train race 
horses." 

Actually, race horses had been a part of his life for a 
long time before that. He bought his first horse in 1976. 
"It was one of the worst owner stories you've ever 
heard. A friend convinced me to go into partnership. 
There were supposed to be ten people in this limited 
partnership, but it turned out that only two of us were 
really interested. Then the other one, my friend, back¬ 
ed out. I got the filly to the races as a 3-year-qld. She 
raced three times, and passed only one horse. The 
horse she beat may have been entered in the race after 
hers, we're not sure. 

"That was my tuition mare. She taught me that you 
have to know what you are doing if you want to be in 
this business," said Salzman. 

"After that I raced and bred a number of horses, 
mostly in partnership. Finally, in 1981, I got my train¬ 


er's license. One of the most difficult things for a train¬ 
er, I believe, is meeting day-to-day expenses. I didn't 
have that pressure, because of my real estate ventures. 
I could afford to give my horses the time they needed, 
and run them where they belonged, so it really was a 
pleasure." 

Salzman trained for himself and for friends, and 
usually had 12 to 15 horses, half of whom were his 
own, in his stable at any given time. He was based at 
Philadelphia Park and Garden State, and raced in New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Maryland. 

Then his career was abruptly—and happily—cut 
short. "I'd made a promise to my wife that if we ever 
had children, I would stop training immediately," Les 
explained. "Five years ago, we were fortunate enough 
to have a son, Bradley, who prompted my retirement. 
It was a hectic transition. Bradley was born two months 
prematurely, and he stayed in the hospital a month. 
The day he was supposed to come home, I had a horse 
entered. What did I do? I saddled the horse—it was a 
miserable rainy day—and then went directly from the 
race track to the hospital. I walked in covered with 
mud. The nurses must have wondered—what kind of 
father is this guy going to be?" 

For a while Les launched on a new career as a stock¬ 
broker with Prudential-Bache. "I'd barely entered 
their training program, when I realized I'd made a 
terrible mistake," he said "I wasn't cut out to do that 
kind of work." 

After that, he found a job he truly enjoyed—as head 
of the commercial real estate department at Weichert 
Realtors, one of the major real estate firms in New 
Jersey. "It was a great opportunity. The company is run 
by its sole owner, Jim Weichert, who taught me a lot." 

Salzman resigned from Weichert Realtors in the fall 
of 1989, in order to work full-time with Equivest. 

He and Denise still live in Linwood, N.J., but they 
plan to move to Maryland within the next year. De¬ 
nise, a native of Cape May, N.J., was working as the 
manager of a physician's office when they met. Al¬ 
though she is not a horsewoman, she helps out in 
various ways, when she isn't busy taking care of their 
two sons: Bradley and lV 2 -year-old Jason. 

Salzman continues to race and breed, and buy and 
sell, horses on his own account. He usually has "about 
12 or 15 at a time—and 30 or so over the course of a 
year." He buys "on pedigree, with the idea of re-sell- 
ing," and said he's had significant success. His breed¬ 
ing stock is boarded at several farms, primarily in New 
Jersey. Just a Friend (by Friend's Choice), claimed by 
Salzman and partners as a 4-year-old in 1984 after 
she'd placed in stakes, is the favorite among his brood¬ 
mares. 

"Other than spending time with family and friends, 
the horse business is all I think about, 24 hours a day," 
remarked Salzman. □

Opening Verse to Northview 

Opening Verse, currently one of the 
top handicap horses in the country, is 
set to enter stud at Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City at the con¬ 
clusion of his racing career. 

Northview, a partnership consisting 
of Richard Golden, Allaire duPont, 
Robert P. Levy and Dr. Thomas Bow¬ 
man, has purchased 50 percent interest 
in the 4-year-old son of The Minstrel 
from owner Allen Paulson. Plans are for 
Opening Verse to continue to race 
through 1991, then fill his sire's old stall 
at Northview's newly-acquired stallion 
facility, which formerly served as 
Windfields Farm's Stallion Division. 

Impeccably-bred, Opening Verse is 
out of the ’^Grey Dawn II mare Shy 
Dawn. A half-sister to stakes winners 
Petite Rouge, Champagne Charlie and 
Lady Dulcinea, Shy Dawn was a multi¬ 
ple graded stakes winner of $516,301. 
She has produced two other stakes 
horses: So She Sleeps ($212,426, Co¬ 
lumbiana H-G3, etc.) and Shy Princess 
($51,634, 2nd Prix Morny-Gl, 3rd Prix 
de Meautry-G3). 

Shy Dawn's half-sister Lady Dul¬ 
cinea is the dam of champion Heavenly 
Cause, who in turn is the dam of 
Northview's current hot young fresh¬ 
man stallion Two Punch. 

Opening Verse was bred by Jacques 
D. Wimpfheimer and purchased as a 
yearling at Saratoga by Darley Stud 
Management for $880,000, the seventh- 
highest price among colts at the 1987 
Saratoga sale. He raced in England as a 
2 and 3-year-old for Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed, winning four of 11 starts and 
finishing second to Nashwan in the 
Coral-Eclipse Stakes-Gl at Sandown. 

Paulson bought Opening Verse 
through a private transaction in late 
1989. Trained by Richard Lundy, the 
chestnut colt has campaigned exclu¬ 
sively in the U.S. this year, earning 
$665,250 in seven starts. In March and 
April, he had back-to-back victories in 
the Razorback Handicap-G2 and 


Oaklawn Park Handicap-Gl. Dis¬ 
patched as 7-5 favorite in the Pimlico 
Special-Gl, he finished fifth in the race 
won by Criminal Type, and came back 
to register third in the Hollywood Gold 
Cup-Gl. In his latest start, the Michi¬ 
gan Mile-G2 on July 14, he was a close 
second to Beau Genius. 

Record setters 

Maryland-sired horses who recently 
set or equaled course records: 

Oh My Pride, a 5-year-old mare by 
Oh Say—Golden Mystic by ^Mystic II, 
equaled the five and one-half-furlong 
course record of 1:01 Vs at Atlantic City 
on July 21 while winning an allowance 
race. 

Big Warning, a colt of 1984 by Cav¬ 
eat—Amablai (GB) by Levmoss, shaved 
one-fifth of a second off the course rec¬ 
ord for about one mile at Delaware Park 
when he won a starter allowance race 
on July 22 in 1:35^5. 

Prince Rio, a 6-year-old gelded son 
of Rio Carmelo (Fr) and the Beau Gar 
mare Prince of Sheba, set a two-mile 
course record in a starter handicap race 
at Philadelphia Park on July 21, getting 
the distance in 3:29^/5, two and one- 
fifth seconds faster than the previous 
mark. 

Pacific Spy (Masked Dancer—Pacif¬ 
ica by Jutland) equaled the mile and a 
half course record at Delaware Park 
while winning a starter allowance race 
on July 29. 

Oh Say stands at Sagamore Farm in 
Glyndon; Caveat at the Northview Stal¬ 
lion Station in Chesapeake City; Rio 
Carmelo (Fr) at Thornmar in Chester- 
town; and Masked Dancer at Green 
Willow Farms near Westminster.

Worrall, the 18-year-old son of owner 
Margaret Worrall and trainer Doug 
Worrall of Butler, Md., has joined 
Knight as a pupil assistant. 

In his column "Racing Commen¬ 
tary" for The Daily Telegraph (August 13, 
1990), John Oaksey writes, "He (Patrick 
Worrall) will obviously need as much 
experience as possible over our fences, 
but Miss Knight is an eloquent and un¬ 
inhibited tutor of jockeys as well as 
horses. 

"Although I am too old ever to have 
come under her critical eye, I under¬ 
stand that Mr. Worrall would not be the 
first to have his style colourfully dis¬ 
sected over the Lockinge schooling 
fences." 

Von Csadek, who in 1990 took two 
seconds off the My Lady's Manor rec¬ 
ord and won the Virginia Gold Cup by a 
widening 12 lengths, is also owned by 
Herb Sheppard of Baltimore. The 
8-year-old dark brown gelding is ex¬ 
pected to make his first start in Octo¬ 
ber. 

Another American contender, 
Maryland-bred Uncle Merlin (Easy 
Gallop—Aunt Sheila, by ’^Mystic II), 
will begin his second season of English 
'chasing at about the same time. Bred 
by Vivian Rail of Monkton, Md., and 
owned by Roy and Pat Chapman of 
Unionville, Pa., Uncle Merlin is trained 
in England by veteran Tim Forster, 
whose yard is in Lambourn, not far 
from Von Csadek's new home. 

Forster has trained three Grand Na¬ 
tional winners in his career, including 
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Ben Nevis II, ridden by Charlie Fenwick 
of Butler, Md., and owned by Fenwick's 
late father-in-law, Redmond Stewart. 
Forster almost had a fourth National in 
his pocket this year when Uncle Merlin 
lost his English jockey, Hywel Davies, 
in the lead at Becher's Brook. 

Stabled in the same area is the win¬ 
ner of the 1990 Grand National, Mr. 
Frisk. This horse is trained by Kim Bai¬ 
ley of Upper Lambourn and owned by 
Mrs. Harry Duffey of Centreville, Md. 

"We are told that Mr. Frisk and Un¬ 
cle Merlin are definitely aimed at 
Aintree again this coming season," 
says Margaret Worrall. "Our plan, 
however, is to take one race at a time. If 
he takes to the English 'chasing, which 
is very different from our timber racing. 
Von Csadek will stay on. If he doesn't 
show talent and winning ability early 
on, we'll bring the horse home in time 
for our spring races."

This year's Grade 1 Haskell Handicap was one of 
Maryland's finest hours. 

Overlooked by many fans, the two Maryland-breds 
in the race. Restless Con (a 10-1 longshot) and Baron de 
Vaux (26-1) charged through the stretch and finished one- 
two, leaving top-flight contenders Rhythm, Yonder, Tee's 
Prospect, Profit Key and Secret Hello in their wake. 

Restless Con, who had finished a close second in the 
Ohio Derby-G2 in his last start, scored by a two and a 
quarter-length margin. His victory over Bayard Sharp's 
Baron de Vaux, who placed third in the Belmont Stakes- 
Gl, clearly established him as the champion pro tern 
among Maryland-bred 3-year-old colts. 

A near-fatal viral illness last winter kept Restless Con 
out of the Triple Crown races. But he ranks among the top 
3-year-olds in the country. The Ohio Derby (won by Pri¬ 
vate School) was his only defeat in his first four starts of 
the season. In addition to the Haskell, he registered in 
two stakes at Golden Gate, including the $100,000 Gold 
Rush Handicap. 

After the Haskell, Restless Con came back to finish 
out of the money in the Travers Stakes-Gl at Saratoga—a 
disappointment that his breeder Geri Hughes attributes 
to hot weather, and the colt's difficulty in handling the 
track. 

Restless Con's achievements have been a boost for 
Maryland, but they have been the thrill of a lifetime for 
Mrs. Hughes, whose daughter Jane Chambers owns the 
colt in partnership with her friend Barbara Rago and 
trainer Duane Offield.

Valay Maid is well on her way to Maryland-bred 
3-year-old filly championship honors. 

She left her three biggest rivals—Baltic Chill, 
Crowned and Mymet—in the dust in Pimlico's Twixt 
Stakes, winning by six and a quarter lengths "with some¬ 
thing in reserve." Valay Maid's time for the mile and an 
eighth was 1:48V5, one and a fifth seconds off the track 
record. Odds-on favorite in the Twixt, she earned $60,000 
for her fourth stakes victory of the season, and boosted 
her total earnings to $340,580. 

Runner-up Baltic Chill held a nose margin over 
Crowned in the Maryland Fund stakes, with Mymet, One 
Third and Run Smartly completing the field. 

Valay Maid races for Ginny and Frank Wright of 
Hampstead (Md.), and was bred by their former farm 
manager Joe Hamilton. An article on the Wrights and 
Valay Maid appeared in the August, 1990, Maryland 
Horse. Trained by Carlos A. Garcia, who was recently 
honored by the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen's As¬ 
sociation as Maryland's outstanding trainer of the year, 
she is from the first crop of the Country Life Farm stallion 
Carnivalay. 
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A resident of Hillsborough, Calif., Mrs. Hughes has 
bred horses in Maryland for many years. Restless Con's 
dam Filouette (a 1969 foal by Wallet Lifter) raced for Mrs. 
Hughes in California before retiring as an allowance win¬ 
ner of $37,760. Also the dam of stakes-placed Slippery 
Duchess and Don't Frisk Me Now, and Maryland-based 
veteran campaigner Frenchman's Honor, a Rollicking 
gelding who has earned over $100,000, Filouette—whom 
Mrs. Hughes has long considered one of her best mares— 
was being boarded at Sagamore Farm in the spring of 
1988, when Mrs. Hughes and her daughter came East to 
inspect the stock. 

As Mrs. Hughes recalls it, Jane Chambers "fell in 
love" with Filouette's yearling. "I told her. I'm sorry. I sell 
all my young horses," says Mrs. Hughes. Mrs. Chambers 
put together a partnership and bought Restless Con at 
Keeneland that September for $17,000. He is the first 
horse Mrs. Chambers has ever owned, and by far the best 
horse Mrs. Hughes has bred. 

Remarkably, Restless Con is also the first Grade 
1-winning male for his sire, the deceased Sagamore Farm 
stallion Restless Native. A son of Native Dancer and the 
champion mare Next Move (by Bull Lea), Restless Native 
had a long and distinguished career at stud, and contin¬ 
ued in service until a few months before his death in 1988, 
at the age of 28. Two of his daughters—Twixt and Dis¬ 
masted—were Grade 1 winners. 

Filouette's 1988 filly by Master Willie (GB) died as a 
yearling, and she did not have a foal in 1989 or '90. How¬ 
ever, she is in foal for next season to Carnivalay. Filouette 
is currently a year-round boarder at the Pons family's 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air (Md.).

Groom's Reckoning lived up to promise with a length 
and a half score over eight other Maryland-bred males in 
the Rollicking Stakes. The 1.70 favorite, he defeated Gala 
Spinaway, Axial Rift, Steele Justice, Supershot, Wood- 
beatease. One Tuff Oop, Half Lit and North Round Table. 

In many ways the Rollicking Stakes was a sentimental 
victory for Groom's Reckoning's owner Howard Bender. 
Mr. Bender is part-owner of Glade Valley Farms in Fred¬ 
erick, where Rollicking has had a long and successful ca¬ 
reer at stud. Groom's Reckoning was bred by Mr. Bender 
from the First Landing mare Dead Reckoning, who was 
also one of Glade Valley's outstanding producers. 

Dead Reckoning's previous foals include Laughing 
Gull ($137,169, Holly S, Toddler S, Bowie Kindergarten S, 
etc.). Danger Bearing ($134,968, Cameo S, Windfall H, 
etc.) and Queen's Reckoning ($99,091, Miss Woodford 
Breeders' Cup H, etc.). Dead Reckoning is also the grand- 
dam of recent stakes-placed runners Bearing Testamony 
and Lady Danger. Groom's Reckoning is her last surviv¬ 
ing foal, the mare having died last year at age 19. 

Larry Murray, who managed Glade Valley before he 
became Mr. and Mrs. Bender's private trainer in 1988, also 
took special pride in winning the Rollicking Stakes. "To 
know the old man (Rollicking) as well as I do, and then 
win the race named after him, was special," he noted. 
Groom's Reckoning, by Florida-based stallion Runaway 
Groom, is the kind of colt who "does everything right," 
added Murray. 

Although he finished out of the money in his first 
start, a maiden special at Pimlico on July 29, he went into 
the Rollicking off of a four and a half-length victory in 
maiden special company at Pimlico on August 10.

Trainer Bill Boniface searched for the right spot for 
Baltic Chill after she won Laurel's Harbor Place Stakes, 
and found what he was looking for in Florida—another 
mile and an eighth event on the turf for 3-year-old fillies. 

Jim Ryan's Ryehill Farm 
homebred scored by a length and a quarter in the Begonia 
Handicap at Calder, adding $50,115 to her bankroll. But 
grass was not a factor, after all.

Breeding, raising and racing Northern Wolf has been 
"one of the most exciting things that has ever happened to 
our family," comments Dr. Cahill, who regularly com¬ 
mutes from Texas to watch the horse run.

Dollinger 
yearlings have been reserve champion 
at this show four times in the past five 
years.

■ Racing writer (Newark Star Ledger) 
Robert Harding has been honored as 
New Jersey Thoroughbred racing's 1990 
Man of the Year. 

■ Revenues from the Meadowlands 
and Monmouth Park have increased 
over 1989 by $2 million in the January- 
June 1990 period. The New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority which 
operates the two tracks announced in¬ 
come of $22.2 million for the first six 
months of this year and attribute the 
gain to simulcasting. 

■ Hidden Oak Farm, Inc., in Jobstown 
opened for business approximately 
four years ago. Owned by a corpora¬ 


tion, the 86-stall, 160-acre farm stands 
four stallions, foals 50 mares of its own, 
takes in outside mares, breaks year¬ 
lings, trains 2-year-olds, or, in the 
words of manager Beth Walker, "We do 
everything!" 

Great Prospector (Mr. Prospector— 
Day of Reckoning, by Hail to Reason) is 
the leading sire in New Jersey in 1990 
by both current earnings and number 
of winners. His daughter Copper Diva 
and son Parlo's Luck were recent win¬ 
ners. Great Prospector is syndicated 
and stands at Hidden Oak for $2,000 
live foal. 

The young Believe It stallion Proof, 
out of Face the Facts, by ’^Court Martial, 
just racked up his first winner in his 
first crop. 

Bred in New Jersey by Robert Aic- 
cuiti and owned by D.J. Ljoka, 2-year- 
old Faffy's Proof, the first foal out of 
Faffy G., broke her maiden at Phila¬ 
delphia Park in July. 

A 10-year-old multiple stakes win¬ 
ner, Proof stands for $2,500 live foal and 
was bred to 36 mares this past spring. 

■ At 21, Colonial Farms' grand old 
stallion *Slady Castle (’^Tudor Melo¬ 
dy—Queen of Speed, by Blue Train) 
has done a lot for New Jersey racing. 
The leading state sire in ten of 11 years, 
’^Slady Castle is 11th on the sire chart 
for 1990 and has two sons, Castle 
Guard and Girl's Castle, in the top 20 on 
that same ranking. 

"We brought *Slady Castle here 
from Ireland where he was trained by 
Vincent O'Brien," explains Sam Fiera- 
mosca, who owns and operates Colo¬ 
nial Farms with his father, John. 

"The horse had tremendous speed 
and his get have shown they can run 
anywhere under all conditions. 

"But *Slady Castle's getting old,"

Pennsylvania 

■ Big news in Pennsylvania was the 
opening of the anxiously awaited Phila¬ 
delphia OTB facility. 

On August 22, Robert Brennan, 
chairman of the board of Philadelphia 
Park, cut the ceremonial ribbon on the 
$3-million betting parlor located at 16th 
and Market Streets. 

The Center City facility boasts a 
clubhouse-dining room on the upper 
level, with catering by the Harry M. 
Stevens Company, complemented by a 
larger lower grandstand area with thea¬ 
ter-style seating, deli/fast food service 
and a cocktail lounge. 

There are accommodations for more 
than 1,000 patrons, including 40 mutu- 
el windows, 270 television sets, and a 
7'xlO' screen visible from both club¬ 
house and grandstand. 

This location, one of 23 to be built 
across the state, will be managed by 


Richard Orbann, who set up early-bird 
wagering at Atlantic City and Gulf- 
stream more than a decade ago. 

Agreements between the local 
HBPA and management call for a three- 
year purse contract whereby horsemen 
receive 4 percent of the handle less than 
$30,000, 5.75 percent up to $75,000, 7.5 
percent between $75,000 and $125,000, 
8 percent up to $200,000, and 9 percent 
above that. 

According to the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association, the breed¬ 
ing fund will continue to receive its full 
seven-tenths of 1 percent of each dollar 
wagered on all Thoroughbred races, 
and another one-third of 1 percent will 
accrue to Pennsylvania-bred purses at 
the track at which the race was run. 

Ladbroke-New Castle in western 
Pennsylvania, the state's initial OTB 
site, has been very successful since its 
opening in July. 

■ Steeplechase fans were saddened by 
the loss this summer of two of the 
sport's finest jumpers. 

Polar Pleasure (Northern Fling— 
Martie's Delighted, by Mo Bay), owned 
by William Pape of Unionville and 
trained by Jonathan Sheppard of West

Robert P. Levy, owner of Muir- 
field East Farm in Chesapeake City, 
sold the sales-topper at this year's 
Saratoga Yearling sale. His filly, by 
Alydar out of 1986 horse of the year 
Lady's Secret, brought $1.5 million. 
Levy had purchased the filly from 
the Eugene Klein dispersal at Keene- 
land last November for $950,000 
with the intention of re-selling her at 
Saratoga. 

Although sold as part of the 
Lane's End consignment, she spent 
most of the time between auctions at 
Levy's Maryland farm, which is un¬ 
der the supervision of Wendy 
Moon. "She left here about five 
weeks before the sale," said Moon, 
explaining that the filly was sold 
through Lane's End in order to have 
wider exposure to prospective 
buyers. The purchaser was Japanese 
bloodstock agent Morio Sakurai. 


A Danzig—Family Style filly con¬ 
signed by Mrs. Elizabeth Moran's 
Brushwood Stable brought 
$1,300,000, making Mrs. Moran's 
Malvern (Pa.) establishment the 
third-leading consignor in' gross 
amount and fourth by average. 

The second highest-priced offer¬ 
ing in the sale, as well as the second 
most expensive filly, she was pur¬ 
chased by Dr. David Richardson "on 
behalf of an American client who has 
had luck with progeny of Danzig," 
and is expected to race in Europe. 

Family Style, a member of Mrs. 
Moran's broodmare band, was the 
nation's champion 2-year-old filly in 
1985. The Saratoga yearling is her 
first foal. 

Brushwood Stable sold five 
horses at the sale, for a total of 
$2,005,000 and an average of 
$401,000. 


Other prominent Mid-Atlantic- 
breds included a Mr. Prospector— 
Minstrella colt from the Spring Hill 
Farm, White Birch Farm, Agent, 
consignment, who went on a 
$900,000 bid by D. Wayne Lukas. 
Foaled in Virginia, he was the sec¬ 
ond highest-priced colt in the sale. 

Keswick Stables, of Cobham 
(Va.), consigned a homebred Diesis 
(GB)—Dancing Slippers filly who 
brought $685,000, the eighth high¬ 
est amount among fillies. The pur¬ 
chaser was Finney Bloodstock, 
Agent. 

Derry Meeting Farm, in Coch- 
ranville (Pa.), was among leading 
consignors in both gross and aver¬ 
age. Virginia was also well repre¬ 
sented on the list of top consignors, 
by Keswick Stables, Nydrie Stud (lo¬ 
cated in Esmont), and Heronwood 
Farm, in Upperville. 
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complete, but a heart attack is sus¬ 
pected. 

Uptown Swell won 14 of 49 races on 
the flat and nearly $1 million. Convert¬ 
ed to 'chasing in 1988, the horse took 
five of 11 races, and finished second in 
April in his last start, in the $750,000 
Dueling Grounds International Hur¬ 
dle. His jump earnings totaled 
$283,860. 

■ On a happier note. Sweet Science, 
bred by Dixie and Rick Abbott's Charl¬ 
ton Bloodstock Agency, won first time 
out, becoming the first winner in the 
first crop of the Abbotts' promising 
young Sir Ivor stallion. Ringside. 

Ringside, out of the Speak John 
mare Middle Cornish, won five stakes 
and over $300,000 in a long racing ca¬ 
reer, and stands for $1,500 live foal at 
Jerry Calhoun's Summer Wind Farm in 
Maryland. 

Sweet Science is out of Whiz Quiz, 
by *Slady Castle (see New Jersey). 

■ Nepal (Raja Baba—Dumtadum- 
tadum, by *Grey Dawn II) also was 
credited with the first winner in his 
first crop when the 2-year-old colt Con¬ 
comitant broke his maiden at Belmont. 
A multiple stakes-winning turf special¬ 
ist, Nepal stands for $3,500 live foal at 
Upland Spring Farm near Unionville. 

■ Dr. Eric P. Tulleners of the University 
of Pennsylvania's New Bolton Center is 
one of six veterinarians in the nation to 
be awarded grants in 1990 by the Gray¬ 
son/Jockey Club Foundation. 

Tulleners will study idiopathic lar¬ 
yngeal hemiplagia. Known commonly 
as "roaring," this condition is often 
treated by removing part of the larynx. 
Tulleners hopes to develop a non-inva- 
sive surgical technique to treat the 
problem. 

■ Daniel E. Marzani of Dalton has been 
inducted into the Pennsylvania Sports 
Hall of Fame.

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encompasses 700 acres punctuated by 
several houses, new barns and new 
fencing.

■ Naylee Farm in Summit Point is 
owned by Mary Kinder and managed 
very competently, her mother declares, 
by Kinder's daughter, Rene Moore. 

"It's a very busy operation," Kinder 
exclaims. "It seems horses are coming 
and going night and day." 

That isn't surprising since Naylee 
stands seven stallions on its 100 acres, 
in addition to foaling mares, breaking 
yearlings, boarding outside horses, 
and preparing horses for sales. 

"I'm thinking about putting in a 
training track, too," Kinder adds. 

Kinder grew up in a horse-oriented 
family who raised Tennessee walking 


horses and Percherons. Likewise, her 
daughter Rene started riding almost as 
soon as she could walk. 

"I really think that's an advantage in 
this business," Kinder goes on. "You 
get to know horses inside and out; it's 
in your blood. 

"We are sent a lot of old problem 
mares because people know Rene will 
take time with them. I even look for 
those old mares with good pedigrees 
because we do so well getting them in 
foal—not to mention," Kinder inter¬ 
jects, "that we have some of the best 
bred stallions in the state." 

Naylee stallions include: Alchise (A1 
Hattab—Beat the Chief, by Chieftain)— 
$1,000 live foal; Jeloso (Raise a Native— 
La Jalouse, by Nijinsky II)—$1,000 live 
foal; Loose (Bailjumper—Miss Buffum, 


by Misty Flight)—$1,000 live foal; Par 
Five (Icecapade—Tee to Green, by Ver¬ 
tex)—$1,000 live foal; Van Go (Full 
Out—Victorian Queen, by Victoria 
Park)—$1,000 live foal; Verification (Ex- 
celler—The Cuddler, by Buckpasser)— 
$2,000 live foal; and Weshaam (Fap- 
piano—Priceless Asset, by What a Plea¬ 
sure)—$1,500 live foal. 

Weshaam is owned by local veter¬ 
inarian/trainer James Casey while Al¬ 
chise, Jeloso and Van Go are the prop¬ 
erty of New York-based JFB Stables.

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Jockey Club report 

The Jockey Club projects a 1990 foal 
crop of approximately 47,000, more 
than three percent less than the final 
number of foals expected to be regis¬ 
tered for the crop of 1989, and the 
sharpest annual decline since the early 
1940s. 

Roger Shook, The Jockey Club's di¬ 
rector of registration, stressed that the 
new foal crop figure was only an esti¬ 
mate but that the advanced projection 
had been made possible through the 
cooperation of breeders and implemen¬ 
tation of new technology at The Jockey 
Club. 

"In the past years, it would have 
been impossible to assess the foal crop 
this early," he said. "It's only thanks to 
the overwhelming support we have re¬ 
ceived from breeders for our 12-month 
registration program, coupled with 
new registry techniques, that has made 
it possible for us to make the present 
forecast this time. 

"It would appear that the industry 
has adjusted to commercial market 
forces of supply and demand which, in 
the long run, can only be a healthy de¬ 
velopment," Shook continued. "But 
there may be some unknown factors, 
which we can't monitor, affecting the 
situation." 

The Jockey Club has recently imple¬ 
mented bar-coding on its application 
forms. This enables basic information 
to be recorded automatically in the reg¬ 
istry data base on receipt of all registra¬ 
tion applications. This speeds up sub¬ 
sequent processing, improves custom¬ 
er service response and permits pro¬ 
duction of up-to-date breeding and 
foaling statistics. 

Shook reminded owners and breed¬ 
ers who had not yet completed live foal/ 
no foal reports of the 30-day filing 
deadline, pointing out that compliance 
with this rule is essential for registra¬ 
tion to be completed in time. 

''Blood typing kits, which are an in¬ 
tegral part of the registration process, 
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are only mailed out once we receive a 
live foal report," he said. "Any undue 
delay in this first stage of the procedure 
could result in further delays later on, 
and the risk that foals might be consid¬ 
ered ineligible for inclusion in the 
American Stud Book because of failure 
to meet the 12-month require¬ 
ment. Our records indicate that many 
owners and breeders may be delin¬ 
quent in their compliance with the 30- 
day rule and I cannot ask too strongly 
that completion of reports be treated 
with the utmost urgency," Shook con¬ 
cluded. 

A foal is not eligible for Thorough¬ 
bred registration, other than in special 
circumstances, unless all requirements 
to register that foal are met within one 
year of the foaling date. 

Next-day name check 

The Jockey Club has announced that 
availability of new names for Thor¬ 
oughbreds registered in the American 
Stud Book can now be verified in little 
more than 24 hours, thanks to a techno¬ 
logical breakthrough in the automated 
screening of name applications. 

Thoroughbred owners and breeders 
using The Jockey Club's new remote 
name claiming software, who submit 
names by 3 p.m. (EDT) on any week¬ 
day, can now receive availability con¬ 
firmation from 3 p.m. (EDT) the follow¬ 
ing weekday. 

"When you think that not so long 
ago it might take anything up to ten 
days to get a name approved, this is a 
major and significant improvement to 
our service," said The Jockey Club exec¬ 
utive director Hans J. Stahl. "This 
breakthrough by our registration de¬ 
partment complements recent liberaliz¬ 
ation of some of the naming rules. 
Naming a horse is easier today than it 
has ever been." 

Earlier this year The Jockey Club ex¬ 
tended the deadline for naming foals 
without the $50 fee, from November 1 
of their yearling year, to February 1 of 


their 2-year-old year. A relaxation of 
some of the naming eligibility rules, 
aimed at freeing up as many names as 
possible, was also announced. 

The remote name claiming software 
is one of three computer programs pro¬ 
duced by The Jockey Club for entry of 
foal registration data with personal 
computers and communications equip¬ 
ment. 

Also available, for only a minimum 
postage and handling fee, are the re¬ 
mote live foal/no foal data entry system 
and the remote report of mares bred 
data system. 

TOBA executive 

The Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association has named John 
Y. Hamilton as its new executive direc¬ 
tor. Hamilton replaces Laura Williams, 
who resigned in June. 

Hamilton, a Louisville, Ky., native, 
was formerly with Thoroughbred Pub¬ 
lications in advertising sales. Thor¬ 
oughbred Publications publishes the 
Thoroughbred Times and Horsemen's Jour¬ 
nal. He also served as advertising direc¬ 
tor of the now-defunct Thoroughbred 
Record. 

Hamilton assumed his new post in 
mid-September. 

New owners clinic 

The TOBA will conduct a new own¬ 
ers clinic October 19 to 21 in Lexington, 
Ky. The clinic will offer hands-on expe¬ 
rience in stallion, yearling and wean¬ 
ling evaluation, yearling breaking, sci¬ 
entific tools for selecting racing 
prospects, pedigree and conformation 
analysis, equine insurance, and more. 
Each segment of the two and a half-day 
program will be conducted at a differ¬ 
ent location, including Gainesway 
Farm (stallions), Denali Stud (wean¬ 
lings), and Forest Retreat Farm (year¬ 
lings). 

"People who have attended our basic 
new owners seminars wanted some¬ 
thing that would give them more actual 
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horse contact/' said TOBA projects co¬ 
ordinator Pat Trotter. "We learned from 
the two auction workshops that we con¬ 
ducted (Calder and Del Mar auctions 
this past spring) that we needed to 
show people actual horses when we 
discussed conformation, pedigree, 
sales prices, etc." Statistical informa¬ 
tion on horses used in the clinic will be 
presented to clinic attendees and will 
be discussed by panel members as they 
physically evaluate each individual.

Maryland Horse Month 


INdaryland's horse industry is not only longstanding and 
Statewide, but also varied. The state's equine population, which av¬ 
erages about seven horses per square mile, includes Thorough¬ 
breds, Standardbreds, Quarter Horses, Arabians, Morgans, Ap- 
paloosas, Tennessee walking horses, Paso Finos, draft horses, 
warmbloods, mules and virtually every other common breed of 
horse and pony. 

The owners, breeders, trainers, riders and fanciers of these 
horses are involved in more than a dozen horse-oriented sports and 
activities such as show jumping, harness racing, dressage, polo, 
steeplechasing, trail riding, jousting, driving, English and Western 
events, foxchasing, eventing, rodeoing and, of course, flat racing. 

Because October in Maryland will feature at least 14 major 
horse events—five international, two national, five regional and two 
statewide—Governor William Donald Schaefer has joined with the 
Maryland Horse Council, a non-profit association uniting and repre¬ 
senting the common interests of all horse organizations, to proclaim 
October as the first Maryland Horse Month. 

This end-of-season observance, which includes the Interna¬ 
tional Turf Festival at Laurel, has been coordinated with the Mary¬ 
land Office of Sports Promotion. A special poster is being sold for the 
benefit of therapeutic riding. The purpose of Maryland Horse 
Month is to bring these events to public attention and to bring horse- 
people together to help celebrate Maryland's horse tradition and its 
impact on our quality of life.
